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Christmas Seals Around the World 


By PHILIP P. JACOBS, Ph. D. 


Reprinted from the September, 1934 “Journal of the Outdoor Life.” 


Japan—No country has had a more 
interesting experience with Christmas 
seals than Japan. It is strange in- 
deed that in a land where Christmas, 
essentially a Christian institution, is 
not officially recognized, that Christ- 
mas seals should be so popular. The 
Japanese Association for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis with headquar- 
ters at Tokio began selling seals in 
1924 when three round seals were 
issued. In 1928 they resumed the 
sale and have carried it on yearly 
since. Entirely in Japanese char-

acters, these seals are very beautiful 
in color and design. The White Cross 
Society, which is the local tubercu- 
losis association for Tokio, has also 
issued Christmas seals of various de- 
signs and shapes since 1928. Appar- 
ently they are sold not only locally 
but all over Japan. A third society, 
known as the Shizenryoyosha or the 
Nature Cure Society of Japan, also 
sells seals and has been carrying on 
fairly continuously for several years. 
_ proceeds from their sales go to 

pay for sanatorium treatment and 
for the building of sanatoria for the 
treatment of tuberculosis. This or-

ganization is also called at times the 
Double-Barred Cross Association. 
Korea—has had a seal sale for two 
years only, its first sale being held in 
1932. There is no national tubercu- 
losis association in Korea, but the 
sale has been organized and promoted 
by Dr. Sherwood Hall, a Methodist 
Episcopal missionary who conducts a 
tuberculosis sanatorium and medical

center at Haiju. Dr. Hall, who stud- 
ied our American methods of seal sale 
on his last visit to the United States, 
has closely followed them in Korea. 


Latvia—The Latvian Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Association issued in 1931 a set 
of ten somewhat unusual semi-post- 
age stamps. These are the only seals 
of which we have had any record in 
that country.

Norway—Like the other Scandinav- 
ian countries, Norway has attractive 
designs that picture various domestic 





and symbolic scenes. The 1928 seal 





is especially outstanding because in 
that year the anniversary of the 
twenty-fifth birthday of the popular 
Crown Prince was celebrated by using 
his portrait on the Christmas seal. 


Portugal—has sold seals through its 
national tuberculosis association con- 
tinuously since 1927 but the govern- 
ment also issued semi-postage tuberc- 
ulosis stamps as early as 1904 for 
the bencfit of the National Aid Socie- 
ty for Consumptives. As is done in 
several other countries, the seals here 
are printed in a given year with the 
same design but in different colors. 
For example, the 1929 seal appears 
in light blue, purple, green, brown, 
and in several other shades.

South Africa—This country became 
interested in the seal through the 
fact that a Danish woman, Mrs. 
Christensen, had learned of the seals 
in her native land and, because she 
was interested in tuberculosis work, 
she started the seal sale in her new 
country. The design for 1931 is par- 
ticularly unusual. The 1933 design 
is printed both in English and in 
the native Dutch dialect. 


Surinam—better known as Dutch 
Guiana, South America, had a welfare 
stamp in 1928. Part of the proceeds 
evidently went to tuberculosis work 
and the stamps were semi-postal.

tistically lovely Christmas seals. They 
are examples of the work of such 


noted artists as Prince Engen of 
Sweden, Bruno Liljefors, the great 
bird artist and Axel Sjoberg. It is 


not surprising that the seal sale which 
was started in Denmark in 1904 
should have spread in the same year 
across the narrow straits to Sweden. 
In neither Sweden, Norway nor Den- 
mark, however, do the tuberculosis as- 
sociations rely entirely upon the 
Christmas seal sale for their support. 
They have an annual flower day in 
the spring of the year, somewhat 
like a national tag-day, and usually 
in addition, they receive annually 
some form of governmental subsidy. 











Netherlands, 1933 


In Switzerland the stamp sale of 
Pro Juventute, an organization devot- 
ing itself to child welfare with empha- 
sis on tuberculosis, dates back to 1913. 
We have records of a local seal sale 
in 1912 and in a number of instances 
local seals have been issued since that 
time strictly for the prevention of 
tuberculosis. The seals of Pro Juven- 
tute are combination postage stamps 
and seals and do not belong strictly 
in the class of our Christmas seals 
either in their use or in the way they 
are sold. 


Syria—Syrian Christmas seals sold 
in 1924 and 1926, are novel because 
of the Arabian characters. These 
seals were sold by the Syrian Anti- 
Tuberculosis Society. 


Resume 


For collectors of foreign Christmas 
seals there is a thrill awaiting, es- 
pecially for those who wish to engage 
in an extensive correspondence and 
secure all of the seals from all the 
different organizations. In order to 
assist the collector we have appended 
a list of various national organiza- 
tions that are now using strictly 
tuberculosis Christmas seals. Several 
reliable dealers of Christmas seals in 
the United States carry limited stocks 
of some of the foreign seals, but most 
of the others can be secured by dili- 
gent correspondence with foreign rep- 
resentatives and dealers.

It is almost last call for covers for 
the Byrd Expedition to Little Amer- 
ica. November 1 is the final date 
announced for acceptance of covers 
here in Washington at the Byrd head- 
quarters. Cover’ collectors have 
missed one of the most important 
current events, if they have over- 
looked getting at least one cover 
from Little America. It is not too 
late to send a cover along for this 
second expedition. The advertise- 
ments have been carried in practically 
all the philatelic publications giving 
explicit directions for handling the 
orders, but just in case you have not 
seen these advertisements or have 
mislaid your copy, will mention the 
directions here in this column. Ad- 
dress your own covers, send 50c for 
service charge, plus 3c for each stamp 
desired on the cover, either in cash 
or Postal Money Order, to the BYRD 
ANTARCTIC EXPEDITION, c-o 
POSTMASTER, Washington, D. C.

ers will have a cachet on them. The 
request to the Expedition headquar- 
ters may be for either perforate or 
imperforate Little America stamps, 

or both, but at least one Little Amer- 
ica stamp must appear on each enve- 
lope. Mr. Donald Shook, Admiral 
Byrd’s personal representative here 
in Washington, has full charge of 
this Little America cover service and 
is doing everything possible to have 
these covers go through to the base 
camp, be cancelled there legibly, and 
returned to the senders in good con- 
dition. In fact, he is so anxious that 
everything be handled carefully, that 
he is thinking seriously of requesting 
the Post Office Department to send 
one of their expert technicians along 
with the covers. For some time let- 


ters have been coming in to the Byrd 
headquarters here at the rate of 
2000 a week. 


Official figures for the Omaha first 
day sale of the Yosemite imperforate 
stamps were late in being released, 
but when they came through, the 
total was astounding. Total stamps 
sold are given as 126,000 little panes. 
Covers mailed were 125,000. Appar- 
ently, dealers expected a considerable 
shortage of covers and put through 
extra ones, with the result as given 
in the above figures. Collectors had 
five days more time to get their cov- 
ers through to Washington, and on 
the first day the Agency sold 47,150 
little sheets, but only 6,703 first day 
covers were recorded. 

Incidentally, as reported in a pre- 
vious issue, the initial printing order 
was for 300,000 of these little sheets, 
and was not expected to be increased. 
BUT, there has been a heavy sale 
here in Washington daily since the 
stamps came out. Taking into con- 
sideration that 126,000 little panes 
were sold in Omaha, and 47,150 in 
Washington and the heavy sales at 
the Agency, it is only reasonable to 
remark that at least two-thirds of 
the issue must be gone. As for the 
possibility of a reprint, your guess 
is as good as mine, but it is not un- 
likely that such a thing may happen, 
especially if any attempt should be 
made to corner the remaining supply.

The discovery of a mint copy of 
No. 594, the perforated 11 rotary 
press issue which escaped philatelic 
notice until long after the small sup- 
ply was used up, has brought this 
rarest 20th century issue to the fore- 
ground again. Peter Sturgis wishes 
to know how this can be distinguished 
from No. 552. Being printed on the 
rotary press it follows the general 
rule for such issues and is longer or 
wider than the corresponding flat 
plate stamp. The measurements of the 
design are the same as 597 or 604, 
both of which, upon examination will 
be found to be larger than a copy of 
No. 552. 

Dr. J. L. Blish has been troubled, in 
common with many others whom we 
have heard, in determining the correct 
pronunciation for that almost untrans- 
latable French term: tete beche. On 
the authority of the Oxford Diction- 
ary of Modern English usage, the “e” 
in the middle of both tete and Satie 
has the long “a” sound as in ‘rate’ 
while the final “e” of both is silent. 
Our best efforts to reduce this to pho- 
netic interpretation produces “tait 
baich.”

RUBBER Mr. Arthur B. Berresford, 
CEMENT writing in “STAMPS” for 

November 3, speaks in fa- 
vor of the use of Rubber Cement 
for mounting stamps. Mr. Berres- 
ford, however, makes such a difficult 
job out of the use of the material that 
were we not thoroughly familiar with 
its use and believers in its many ad- 
vantages for permanent mounting, 
we never would attempt to use it as 
he tells how it should be done. 

For some years past we have used 
Rubber Cement for mounting any and 
all kinds of stamps and we have yet 
to find a stamp which has been in- 
jured in any manner from its use. 

We apply it by the use of a small 
wooden stick, a skewer as used by 
butchers, a brush is too messy. Just 
a minute particle of the cement need 
be on the tip of the stick, this is then 
rubbed on to the back of the stamp 
or on the album page where the 
stamp is to be mounted. The solvent 
in the cement evaporates rapidly. As 
evaporation sets in press the stamp 
firmly on the page. If not centered 
to your liking it will readily slip in 
any direction and when centered to 
your liking press it firmly and forge 
it. The chief care is to see that a6 
much cement is not used. 

We hope soon to print an article 
on different grades and uses of rub- 
ber cement in which will be pointed 
out the dangers of the use of such 
cement that has not been prepared 
especially for philatelic use. Ordi- 
nary rubber cement as sold in art 
stores or in automobile supply houses 
is unfit for Philatelic use and con- 
tains ingredients injurious to stamps. 

For those who have never used 
rubber cement we recommend a trial. 
Stamps mounted with rubber cement 
have no bulge from hinges, the 
stamps do not warp or develop spots 
from heaps of hinges. Original gum 
can be preserved intact. Stamps lay 
perfectly flat on your album pages, 
are not ruined by flopping when 
pages are turned and can not be re- 
moved slyly. 

On the other hand, stamps mounted 
with rubber cement can be easily re- 
moved and remounted when occasion 
demands. Merely put a drop of ben- 
zine on the face of the stamp. This 
spreads thru the stamp, kills the rub- 
ber and the stamp is loose. When the 
benzine has evaporated from _ the 
stamp, a clean finger can be rubbed 
lightly over the gummed or back side 
of the stamp and the rubber rolls off 
in a fine pellet, leaving the stamp 
free and clean. 

No worry should be occasioned by 
getting the cement on your fingers 
or on album pages. If this occurs, a 
few moments will make it dry when 
it can be rubbed off and leave no trace 
except a cleaner spot than there was 
before.

LIQUA- 
HINJ is merely pure rubber dissolved 
in a mixture of Carbontetrachloride 
and Benzine. Both of these liquids 
are used extensively for watermark 
detecting and are recognized as safe. 
There are however some stamps, not- 
ably the gaudy late Italian issues that 
will run even from the use of Benzine, 
just as fugitive colors will run when 
moistened with water. Unlike fugi- 
tive colors, the colors on the Italian 
stamps do not seem to smear and blur 
but just lose their brilliance if 
washed. 


When Is a Park Stamp 
Not a Park Stamp? 


Ralph Chapman of Hinsdale, IlIli- 
nois, calls attention to the fact that 
the 7c Acadia National Parks stamp 
pictures a scene which is not a part of 
Acadia National Park, but is private 
property located outside the Park 
boundaries. 

Acadia National Park is situated on 
Mt. Desert Island, Maine, on land 
presented to the government; but 
Great Head, which is shown on the 
stamp, is privately owned and outside 
the park boundaries. It is the high- 
est headland on the Atlantic Coast.

cember 3rd.

Ever so often close readers of the 
philatelic press will encounter items 
on the writing up of a collection, the 
interspersing of notes of interest ‘here 
and there among the pages. In a 
precancel collection noting the errors, 
different colors of ink, plate breaks, 
double prints, etc., is one course to be 
followed in writing up the collection, 
another is trying to ascertain the 
name or names of the firms using pre- 
cancels from the various towns and 
making a note along side those stamps. 
One collector I heard of attempted to 
get a panorama or birds eye view of 
the different cities to mount at the 
top of the page, at the beginning of 
each city in his collection. Generally 
with the above would be notations as 
to the chief industries, the population 
and other short notes of interest. 

Another way of pepping up a col- 
lection as advocated by some collectors 
is the inclusion of strips, pairs and 
blocks of various sizes. To neatly ar- 
range them along with your singles is 
the acme of collecting according to 
some collectors. Personally whether 
you write up your collection or ar- 
range strips and blocks among its 
pages or do both or neither, I think is 
up to the collector himself. "The meth- 
od in which he has the time and gets 
the greatest amount of enjoyment is 
the way to collect. For instance there 
are drawbacks to any of the above 
systems especially in the one about 
blocks and strips. In the first place 
if you have arranged a page of single 
precancels along with several blocks 
and strips you do not know how many 
other blocks or strips you might come 
across in course of time and you must 
either rearrange the page or pass up

the newly acquired piece. Another 
thing in collecting and keeping for 
your collection such pieces you sooner 
or later will get an item that is bet- 
ter than the average and for which if 
you broke it up you would be able to 
obtain equal number of different vari- 
eties for it. 

From Ed. J. Kuhn of Auburn, N. 
Y., comes the first of the higher value 
PARKS. All from Auburn in U-12. 
Here they are, the 1c down, 2c across, 
3c invert, 5c down, 6c across, 8c 
down, and 9c invert. Beauties if you 
ask me. Besides he inclosed a WIS- 
CONSIN invert and a 6c Bi-Cent. in- 
vert. 

Walter Lang of Rockton, IIl., pre- 
sented me with a 3c Park from South 
Beloit, Ill. in U-121. Mr. Lang tells 
me the 6c and 8c PARKS and Ic C. of 
P. also exist from this place. John 
Elholm Jr. of Racine, Wis., submits a 
lot for inspection among which I note 
PARKS of the 2c invert, 3¢ across, 
and 5c normal from Enid, Okla. in 
U-122, a le of Vernon, Tex. up in 
U-122 and a 9c up from Jacksonville, 
Tex. in U-75.
